Sir  and  Dear  Brother: 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  Report  of  the  Coun¬ 
cils  and  Conferences  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,, 
within  the  Circumscription  of  this  Council,  for  the  year  1879. 

There  are  now  two  hundred  and  forty-nine  (249)  Conferences 
connected  with  this  Circumscription.  Of  this  number  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty-nine  (189)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils,, 
and  sixty  (60)  are  Isolated  Conferences.  There  was  an  increase 
of  eleven  (11)  Conferences  during  the  year.  The  tables,  which 
we  annex,  include  the  reports  from  two  hundred  and  thirty-one 
(231)  Conferences.  Last  year  two  hundred  and  twenty-three 
(223)  reported.  Of  the  Conferences  which  have  not  reported, 
six  (6)  are  united  by  Particular  Councils,  and  twelve  (12)  are 
Isolated. 

During  the  year  1879  thirteen  (13)  Conferences  were  aggre¬ 
gated.  They  are  as  follows  : — The  Mission,  Boston  Highlands,. 
St.  Francis  de  Sales,  Charlestown,  and  St.  Joseph,  Somerville,  the 
three  being  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council 
of  Boston  ;  St.  Patrick,  Cliickopee  Falls,  Massachusetts ;  SL 
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Patrick,  Troy,  New  York  ;  St.  Ann,  Albany,  New  York  ;  St  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  Holy  Name  and  St.  Agnes,  City  of  New  York ;  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul,  St.  Mary,  and  St.  Cecilia,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  ; 
and  The  Annunciation,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  name  of  the  Conference  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist,  of  the  City  of  New  York,  was  changed,  in 
the  course  of  the  year,  by  the  Council  General,  to  that  of  St. 
Patrick's  Conference  of  the  Cathedral.  This  change  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  new  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral  was  so  far  completed 
as  to  admit  of  its  being  occupied  for  the  sacred  uses  for  which 
it  was  intended,  while  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
which  was  near  the  Cathedral,  was  discontinued.

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Certain  circumstances,  occurring  during  tlie  year,  liad  a 
marked  effect  upon  the  works  of  the  Society.  Throughout  the 
United  States  the  harvests  were  generally  abundant; — so 
abundant,  indeed,  that,  had  it  not  been  for  the  unusual  de¬ 
mand  for  supplies  of  food  in  certain  parts  of  Europe,  the  prices 
obtained  would  have  been  very  low.  This  demand  caused 
large  exportations,  and,  consequently,  the  traffic  over  the  rail¬ 
ways,  and  other  lines  of  communication  between  the  interior 
and  seaboard,  was  greatly  increased.  In  addition  to  this,  and 
as  another  reason  for  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  there  was, 
and  continues  to  be,  a  very  great  improvement  in  all  branches 
of  business  ; — in  manufacturing,  in  the  construction  of  private 
edifices  and  public  works,  and  in  commerce.  Labor  has  been  in 
greater  demand,  and  has  been  better  rewarded.  Suffering  among 
the  able-bodied  has  been  much  diminished.  The  charitable 
works  of  the  Society  have  been  more  confined  to  the  old,  the 
sick,  and  poor  women  with  large  families.  It  will  be  readily 
understood  from  this  why  it  is  that  Conferences  often  write  : 
“We  have  very  few  poor,”  and  sometimes,  “We  have  no 
poor.” 

The  yellow  fever  again  prevailed  at  Memphis,  Tennessee,  on 
the  Mississippi  river,  but  the  ravages  of  the  pestilence  were  as 
nothing  compared  with  those  of  1878. 

THE  LOCAL  WORKS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

It  is  a  delicate  matter  for  us  to  make  selections  among  the 
numerous  reports  which  reach  us.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to 
repeat  what  we  have  said,  in  substance,  on  former  occasions, 
that  anything  mentioned  here  is  mentioned  merely  to  illustrate 
the  works  of  the  Society,  and  that  anything  omitted  has  not 
been  overlooked  or  undervalued.  Every  work  of  charity  has  its 
intrinsic  merits,  and  its  results  cannot  be  measured.  Our  aim 
is  to  present  a  sketch,  so  far  as  possible,  of  the  works  of 
each  locality,  making  mention,  at  times,  of  exceptional  exPe_ 
riences,  the  knowledge  of  which  may  be  edifying  to  those  who 
read,  while  we  call  attention,  in  general  terms,  to  the  statistical 
tables,  as  proofs  of  the  beneficent  works  of  our  brethren. 
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BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  reports  from  this  city  are,  as  usual,  in  good  form  and 
very  satisfactory.  The  Conference  of  St.  Joseph ,  of  Somerville,, 
makes  its  first  report.  We  particularly  mention,  as  an  example 
to  be  followed,  the  large  average  attendance  of  the  members  at 
Conference  meetings.  The  result  of  this  large  average  attend¬ 
ance  is,  that  the  members  take  an  active  interest  in  the  works 
of  the  Society,  for  the  evidence  of  which  we  refer  to  the  other 

features  of  the  reports.  We  copy  from  the  general  report  as 

follows :

The  exhibit  shows  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the  families 
relieved,  and  a  slight  one  in  expenditures;  the  addition  of 
the  returns  from  one  new  Conference  (St.  Joseph,  Somerville,) 
working  in  a  district  not  heretofore  covered  by  the  Society, 
helps  to  keep  the  amount  up  to  last  year’s  figures.  The 
receipts  are  $1,900  in  excess  of  1878,  and  the  Conferences  begin 
the  year’s  work  with  a  handsome  balance  to  their  credit,  viz. 
$5,937.61. 

The  number  of  situations  obtained,  (247,)  for  the  poor  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  it  has  been  asked,  if  the 
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Conferences  can  do  so  much  without  any  concerted  action, 
what  might  be  done  if  some  proper  central  direction  was 
given  to  their  labors  ?  The  matter  has  been  discussed  in 
the  Particular  Council,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  it  will 
be  made  a  special  work,  with  a  proper  organization  to  look 
after  it. 

Some  doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  standing  of  the  Society 
as  a  corporation,  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the  proper 
legal  authority,  and,  as  a  result,  an  Act,  (Chap.  273,)  was  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Legislature,  confirming  all  previous  doings  of 
the  Society,  and  giving  until  July  1  to  complete  its  organiza¬ 
tion.  A  meeting  was  accordingly  held  on  June  4,  and  the  ne¬ 
cessary  legal  requirements  complied  with. 

So  far  as  heard  from,  it  is  agreed  by  the  Conferences  that 
last  -winter  was  the  most  trying  one  yet  experienced ;  but  to 
make  such  a  favorable  showing  as  the  returns  give,  on  the 
opening  of  spring,  families  must  have  been  rapidly  dropped, 
and  the  relief  granted  for  the  six  months  ending  Sept.  30,  must 
have  been  very  light.  Undoubtedly  the  revival  of  business 
in  the  spring,  and  a  more  general  demand  for  labor,  have  had 
an  effect  on  the  work  of  the  Society,  which,  if  sustained,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  they  will  be,  must  operate  to 
very  materially  reduce  the  relief  given  during  the  coming 
year,  and  encourage  our  members  and  benefactors  to  continue 
rthe  good  work.” 

The  Particular  Council  received  $240.97  and  expended 
$131.57. 

PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

This  city  is  the  centre  of  a  very  important  manufacturing 
district  of  the  country.  According  to  the  extent  to  which  the 
factories,  engaged  in  manfacturing,  are  in  operation,  there  is 
a  demand  for  labor.  Workmen  go  from  place  to  place,  as 
they  oan  find  employment ;  and,  for  this  reason,  the  Catholic 
population  of  the  Parishes  in  the  city  and  the  surrounding 


manufacturing  towns,  so  far  as  such  population  is  composed 
of  workmen  in  the  factories,  varies  from  year  to  year,  accord¬ 
ing  as  the  demand  for  labor  varies. 

The  reports  of  the  Conferences  of  this  city,  concerning 
their  works  and  the  condition  of  the  poor,  should  be  read 
with  reference  to  the  facts  which  have  been  stated. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  :  “There 
have  been  held  during  the  year  seven  monthly,  four  quarterly 
and  one  adjourned  meetings.  *  *  *  Visits  made  to  the 

Conferences  by  the  President  have  shown  that  the  workings 
of  the  Conferences  have  been  such  as  to  reflect  the  greatest 
credit  on  the  officers  and  members  for  harmony  and  earnest¬ 
ness.  The  Particular  Council  requests  your  attention  to  that 
portion  of  the  Conference  Reports  which  acknowledge  assist¬ 
ance  rendered  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  In  this  city  there 
is  an  establishment  called  the  Charity  Wood  Yard,  in  which 
males,  having  families,  who  make  application  to  the  authori¬ 
ties  for  relief,  are  set  at  work,  and  receive  three  dollars  per 
week  for  work  done.  It  has  been  very  successful  in  paying 
its  expenses,  and  the  result  confirms  the  theory  that  money 
paid  for  labor  is  better  spent  than  that  given  to  pauperize 
the  recipient.  *  *  *  In  conclusion,  we  would  state 

that  applications  to  the  Conferences  are  not  so  frequent  as. 
in  previous  years.” 

The  Particular  Council  reports  $31.70  receipts  and  $40.62 
expenditures. 

Assistance  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  in  shoes,  coal 
and  cash,  is  reported  by  five  of  the  Conferences.  The  fact 
that  such  assistance  is  received  shows  that  the  Society  is  held 
in  high  esteem.  St.  Michael's  Conference  reports  a  generous 
contribution  on  the  part  of  members  for  the  burial  of  a  de¬ 
ceased  member.  The  Conference  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  reports, 
that,  by  means  of  a  sewing  circle,  from  $300  to  $400  worth  o£ 
clothing  was  supplied  to  the  poor.  St.  Anthony  s  Confer¬ 
ence  also  received  aid  from  a  sewing  circle..  As  a  result  of  tlib. 


recent  establishment  of  St.  Edward's  Conference ,  it  is  stated 
that  many  of  tlie  poor  attend  church  better  since  the  Confer¬ 
ence  began  to  assist  them,  and  that,  through  the  influence  of 
the  Conference,  children  are  more  regular  in  attendance  at 
day  and  Sunday  school. 

TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

I  here  are  reports  from  eleven  Conferences,  united  by  the 
Particular  Council  of  this  city,  of  which  number  St.  Agnes's 
Conference ,  of  Cohoes,  makes  its  appearance  for  the  first  time. 

This  Conference  takes  its  name  from  a  new  church  which 
has  been  erected  in  a  portion  of  St.  Bernard’s  Parish.  On 
account  of  the  changes  consequent  upon  the  division  of  the 
Parish,  St.  Bernard's  Conference  failed  to  report  last  year,  but 
has  sent  its  report  for  1879,  and  the  President  of  the  Particu¬ 
lar  Council  states  that  it  is  in  excellent  working  order. 

The  President  writes  in  terms  of  commendation  of  all  the  Con¬ 
ferences.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  much  variety  in  respect 
to  their  work  among  the  poor,  a  circumstance  depending  mainly, 
as  we  are  informed,  upon  the  size  and  situation  of  the  Par¬ 
ishes,  and  the  number  and  qualities  of  the  Catholic  popula¬ 
tion  dwelling  in  each. 

Credit  should  be  given  to  the  generous  Mayor  of  the  city, 
Edward  Murphy,  Jr.,  for  his  kindness  in  sending  to  each  of 
the  Conferences  in  the  city  of  Troy  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
dollars,  as  a  Christmas  gift,  every  year  for  the  past  five  years. 

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  reports  from  all  the  Conferences,  (seven  in  num¬ 
ber,)  in  this  city,  including  that  of  the  Assumption,  which 
makes  its  first  appearance.  This  Conference,  which  seems  to 
be  composed  of  French  Canadians,  writes:  “  This  young  Con¬ 
ference  was  organized  on  June  29th,  1879,  to  live  up  to  the 
rule  of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  and  thereby  to 
come  to  the  aid  of  the  French  families  in  distress.  The  con¬ 
gregation  is  very  small,  but  we  will  endeavor  to  do  as  much 
good  as  we  can.” 
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The  President  of  the  Council  writes :  “  The  special  works 
are  faithfully  attended  to.  Visits  are  made  every  Sunday  to 
the  County  Penitentiary  and  City  Prison,  Alms-house,  Hos¬ 
pital,  Ac.  One  criminal,  condemned  to  execution  last  sum¬ 
mer,  was  visited  daily  for  several  weeks  by  some  of  our  mem¬ 
bers,  and  who  remained  with  him  all  through  the  night 
preceding  his  death,  and  accompanied  him  next  morning  to 
the  place  of  execution.” 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $63.00,  and  its  disburse¬ 
ments  $43.00. 

The  Conference  of  St  John  the  Baptist  reports  that,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  relief  regularly  given  to  the  poor,  it  distributed,  at 
Christmas,  to  70  families,  composed  of  280  persons,  food  of 
the  value  of  $80. 

St.  Patrick's  Conference  “  pays  for  the  tuition  of  over  thirty 
children,  who  attend  the  parochial  day  school.  Many  of  the 
parents  of  these  children  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  tuition,  and 
others  are  unwilling.  Many  of  the  children  had  made 
their  first  Communion  during  the  year,  and  quite  a  number 
were  confirmed.” 

St  Anns  Conference  writes :  “ Through  the  exertions  of  the 
younger  brothers  a  sodality  was  established  on  the  feast  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception.  They  help  us  to  teach  Sunday 
school,  and  are  a  great  help  to  the  Rev.  Pastor.”  It  reports  a 
conversion  to  the  Church  through  the  exertions  of  a  member 
who  has  since  died  an  edifying  death. 

SYRACUSE,  NEW  YORK. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  three  Conferences  of 
this  city.  In  addition  to  attending  to  their  regular  work, 
they  give  attention  to  St.  Joseph’s  Asylum  and  House  of 
Providence,  which  renders  an  annual  report  to  the  Particular 
Council,  and  had  in  charge  during  the  year  an  average  num¬ 
ber  of  140  persons,  men  and  boys. 
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CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  forty -two  Conferences  in  this  city,  of  which  those 
of  The  Holy  Name  and  St.  Agnes  report  for  the  first  time.  The 
statistics,  as  compared  with  those  of  1878,  are  as  follows  :

The  receipts  of  the  Council  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  the 
balance  on  hand  Dec.  31st,  1878,  were*  $6,673,07,  and  the  dis¬ 
bursements,  exclusive  of  the  balance  carried  to  the  year  1880 
were  $9,582.25.  It  should  be  slated,  for  information,  that 
the  money  received  from  “  The  Board  of  Apportionment  ” 
was  a  portion  of  the  receipts  of  that  Board  for  licenses,  or 
permissions  issued  to  Inn-Keepers,  and  which  receipts  are,  by 
law,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor. 

We  think  it  well  to  copy  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Particular  Council  such  matters  as  may  be  interesting,  or 
may  serve  as  valuable  suggestions  to  members  of  the  Society 
at  large  : 

“  The  Attendance  Boll  of  Monthly  Council  Meetings  shows 
a  marked  improvement  over  that  of  last  year — seventy-five 
per  cent,  of  the  Conferences  being  represented  at  every  meet¬ 
ing.  We  think  this  improvement  is  in  consequence  of 
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occasional  visits  to  the  several  Conference  meetings  by  your 
visiting  committees. 

“These  visits,  and  the  instructions  given  by  the  Committees 
on  neglect  or  mis-interpretation  of  the  rules,  have  not  only 
been  beneficial  in  the  better  representation  of  Conferences  at 
the  Council  meetings,  but  have  been  the  means  of  a  renewal 
of  greater  exertions  on  the  part  of  active  members,  some  of 
whom,  we  regret  to  say,  have  heretofore  shown  but  little  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  rules  for  their  guidance  in  the  matter  of  visiting 
the  poor  at  their  dwellings  and  the  giving  relief  in  kind.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  your  Committees  will  continue  the  good 
work,  as  some  of  the  Conferences,  not  yet  visited,  most  cer¬ 
tainly  require  a  repetition  of  the  instructions  and  admonitions 
given  them  wdien  first  organized. 

*  *  *  *  *  *  •* 

The  average  attendance  at  meetings  wras  so  small  a  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  active  members  on  the  roll  of  several  Conferences, 
that  it  was  deemed  expedient  by  the  Councils  of  such  Confer¬ 
ences  to  drop  the  names  of  members  who  were  absent  from 
four  or  five  consecutive  ineetings  without  sufficient  cause.  We 
notice,  however,  in  the  quarterly  reports,  many  names  under 
the  heading  “Reinstated,”  which  fact  gives  us  hope  that  the 
return  of  all  may  be  expected,  as  a  result  of  the  good  ex¬ 
ample  shown  by  the  really  zealous  members  of  our  dear 
Society. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  or  mid-winter,  the  “  Board  of 
Apportionment,”  of  the  City  of  Yew  York,  made  a  grant  to  the 
Society  of  $5,000,  to  be  distributed,  in  relief  in  kind,  to  the 
poor  visited  by  members  within  the  city.  The  officers  of  the 
Council  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  add  to  the  above  sum 
$3,165  from  the  funds  of  the  Council,  the  whole  to  be  divided 
at  once  among  the  Conferences,  taking  as  a  basis  for  the  divi¬ 
sion  the  percentage  of  work  done  by  each,  in  the  matter  of 
families  relieved  and  the  amount  of  expenditures. 
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Three  of  the  Conferences  could  not  obtain  from  the  usual 
sources  a  sufficient  fund  to  relieve  the  distress  among  the  de¬ 
serving  poor  in  their  respective  parishes.  For  this  reason  the 
Council  made  a  separate  grant  to  each  from  the  fund  held  in 
reserve  for  such  purpose. 

*  -* 

The  Animal  Spiritual  Retreat  for  the  Society  in  the  City  of 
New  York  was  held  in  October  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Jesuit  Fathers  of  St.  Francis  Xavier’s  Church.  The  preaching 
and  instructions  were  by  the  Rev.  Father  Glackmeyer.  About 
850  of  the  members  were  in  attendance  every  evening,  370  of 
whom  assisted  at  the  Holy  Sacrifice  offered  at  the  close  of  the 
Retreat.  We  need  hardly  say  how  edifying  it  was  to  witness 
so  large  a  number  approach  the  Altar  and  receive  the  Bread 
of  Life.  On  account  of  the  necessarily  earty  hour  for  the 
Mass,  and  the  distance  from  the  church  chosen  for  the  occa¬ 
sion,  all  of  the  suburban  Conferences  had  the  IToly  Sacrifice 
offered  in  their  respective  Parish  Churches. 

This  statement  we  deem  necessary  in  order  to  explain  why 
there  were  so  few  communicants  as  compared  with  the  attend¬ 
ance  during  the  week. 

*  ■«■  *  *  *  *  x 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  desire  to  mention  a  most  im¬ 
portant  work,  which  seems  not  to  receive  all  the  attention  to 
which  it  is  entitled  in  this  large  city,  where  the  necessity  for 
a  co-operation  by  the  members  most  certainly  exists,  viz. — 
Members  assisting  in  Sunday  School .  Teaching  the  young  the 
Christian  Doctrine  is  one  of  the  greatest  acts  of  charity  a  mem¬ 
ber  can  perform.  It  may  be  that  the  children  receive  all  ne¬ 
cessary  instructions  from  “religious”  or  other  “teachers” — 
yet  this,  we  think,  is  not  a  reason  why  more  of  the  members 
should  not  assist  in  the  good  work.  The  very  fact  of  their 
being  visitors  to  the  homes  of  poor,  and,  too  often,  careless 
parents,  should  be  an  incentive  to  urge  them  on  to  the 
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performance  of  this  noble  labor  of  charity.  In  the  members’ 
weekly  rounds  of  visiting,  they  become  acquainted  with  the 
children,  and  can,  more  readily  than  any  other  “  teachers,” 
detect  the  absence  of  those  children  who  should  be  in  attend¬ 
ance  ;  besides,  the  children  will,  after  a  time,  become  attached 
to  the  visitor.  When  this  friendship  is  established,  few  re¬ 
wards  here  are  equal  to  the  exclamation  of  a  little  child,  “  This 
is  my  Sunday  School  Teacher,”  when  the  visitor  enters  the 
wretched  apartments  in  a  crowded  tenement  house. 

There  is  another  work  in  which,  we  are  afraid  the  members 
do  not  exert  themselves  as  they  should — that  of  procuring 
situations  for  the  poor,  who  are  able  to  work,  but  cannot  of 
themselves  procure  employment.  Our  attention  has  been  called 
to  this  subject  by  the  Rev.  Spiritual  Director  of  a  Conference, 
who  assured  us  that  he,  and,  no  doubt,  all  other  Spiritual  Di¬ 
rectors,  would  do  their  utmost  to  procure  employment  for 
those  recommended  by  the  members  as  requiring  such  assist¬ 
ance. 

The  remissness  on  the  part  of  the  members,  as  above  stated, 
might  in  part  be  remedied  by  a  frequent  reading  of  the  Rules 
and  Explanatory  Notes,  at  Conference  Meetings,  and,  more  so, 
by  each  member  having,  for  home  reading,  a  copy  of  the 
bulletin.” 

It  will  be  noticed  that,  in  making  these  extracts,  we  have 
been  careful  to  omit  everything  which  is  stated  in  the.  report 
in  reference  to  the  local  and  separate  works  of  the  Conferences. 

JERSEY  CITY,  STATE  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Particular  Council  of  this  City  has  been  re-established, 
and  we  have  reports  from  five  of  the  six  Conferences  which 
were  formerly  united  by  that  Council.  We  hope  to  see  the 
name  of  St  Patrick's  Conference  again  upon  our  list.  Much 
praise  is  due  to  those  Conferences,  which,  having  become 
practically  Isolated,  have  continued  their  good  works. 
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We  tliink  that  the  following,  from  two  of  the  reports,  will  be 
interesting.  St  Peter's  Conference  writes  :  “  A  poor  family 
was  reported  to  the  Conference  for  relief.  *  *  *  After  due 

consideration  the  case  was  given  to  one  of  the  brothers,  with 
suitable  instructions,  for  the  family  had  not  been  near  a 
church  for  many  years.  The  brother,  in  his  zeal  for  souls, 
offered  up  his  rosary  the  same  night  for  the  conversion  of  the 
family.  The  next  day,  when  he  visited  it,  he  w^as  astonished 
to  learn  that  the  man  had  been  to  church  that  morning.  In  a 
week  or  so  after,  he  went  to  confession,  and  has  attended 

—  H 

church  regularly  ever  since.  It  was  by  accident  that  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  Conference  heard  of  the  case,  and  thought  it 
worthy  of  notice,  the  brother  having  refused  to  mention  it  at 
the  Conference  meeting,  wishing  none  to  know  it  but  God,  to 
whom  all  the  honor  is  due.”  St  Bridget's  Conference  writes  : 
“  Considering  the  number  of  societies  in  this  city,  all  having  a 
political  object  in  view,  there  is  little  inducement  to  join  our 
Conference,  and  certainly  no  disposition  to  offer  us  donations 
of  any  kind.  Our  Rev.  Pastor,  seeing  our  pressing  wants, 
from  his  limited  means,  gave  us  a  handsome  donation,  which 
was  the  only  one  we  received  during  the  year.  *  *  During 
the  year  we  were  obliged  to  assume  the  entire  expenses  of 
three  burials,  and,  having  no  funds  on  hand,  our  members 
made  special  collections,  and,  as  we  provided  for  the  dead 
while  living,  we  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  them  receive  a 
Christian  burial.” 


NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

From  the  Conferences  of  this  City,  five  in  number,  we  have 
reports,  in  proper  form,  satisfactory  in  substance  and  promptly 
rendered. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes :  “  In  our 
last  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  it  was  proposed  to  organ¬ 
ize  a  special  work  in  behalf  of  the  Jail  and  Alms-House. 
Since  then,  the  suggestion  has  been  happily  carried  into  effect, 
and  is  now  in  successful  operation,  under  the  supervision  of 
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tlie  Spiritual  Directors  of  the  Work,  the  Rev.  Pastors  of  St. 
Joseph’s  and  St.  Columba’s,  in  whose  parishes  those  insti¬ 
tutions  are  located,  rendering  the  efforts  of  the  visitors  more 
beneficial  and  systematic.” 

The  Council  has  no  special  works  involving  expense  : — its 
receipts  were  $32.75,  and  its  disbursments  $14.05. 

PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

We  have  reports  from  24  of  the  25  Conferences  of  this  city. 
That  of  St  Cecelia's  Conference  is  missing,  and,  for  the  reason 
that  the  Conference  was  aggregated  in  1879,  its  remissness  is 
the  more  to  be  regretted. 

The  reports  of  the  Conferences  vary  much  in  regard  to 
merit.  The  work  of  a  Conference  among  the  poor,  depends 
to  a  great  extent,  as  we  have  often  stated,  upon  local  conditions, 
and  therefore,  we  do  not  deem  it  proper,  in  the  absence  of 
knowledge  of  these  conditions,  to  even  form  an  opinion  when 
a  Conference  makes  what  appears  to  be  a  small  return  of 
work  of  this  nature.  But  there  is  a  feature  in  the  aggregate 
returns  of  the  Conferences  which  proves  that  there  is,  in  many 
of  them,  room,  and,  possibly,  a  necessity  for  improvement. 
We  refer  to  the  small  average  attendance,  which  is  barely 
more  than  one-third  of  the  number  of  active  members  on  the 
roll. 

To  the  members,  who  have  been  active  and  faithful  in  all 
things,  more  than  usual  gratitude  is  due,  and  we  are  able  to 
state  that,  through  their  instrumentality,  the  works  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety  have  been  well  performed. 

The  accurate  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Particular 
Council  shows  that  he  received  $485.88,  and  expended  $385.74. 

Such  is  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  aged  and  justly  es  • 
teemed  President  of  the  Particular  Council,  Hon.  Joseph  R. 
Chandler,  who  is  now  in  his  88th  year,  that  the  Vice-President, 
necessarily  writes  to  us  concerning  the  works  of  the  Society. 
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We  extract  from  liis  report,  with  a  few  verbal  changes  made 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  condensation,  as  follows : 

“  The  mildness  of  the  Winter  has  rendered  the  labors  of  the 
Conferences  less  onerous  than  usual,  but,  from  the  number 
of  workingmen  unemployed,  destitution  prevailed  in  many 
families,  and  the  appeals  to  the  Conferences  from  this  class, 
though  frequent,  have  never  been  neglected.  The  rents  for 
many  have  been  paid,  and  men,  anxious  for  employment,  have 
been  furnished  with  clothing,  for  the  want  of  which  they  could 
not  go  out  to  seek  it,  and  have  been  helped  by  our  members 
in  obtaining  work.  The  improvement  in  the  times  will,  it  is 
lioj)ed,  render  aid  to  such  persons  from  the  Society,  unneces¬ 
sary.  Some  of  them  promise  to  become  subscribers  to  the 
Society  when  they  are  able,  and  to  return,  for  the  relief  of 
other  sufferers,  what  tliev  themselves  received  when  in  wank 
The  members  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  religious  part 
of  their  work,  and  many  poor  men,  women  and  children  have 
received  such  good  advice  and  instruction  as  they  have  been 
able  to  give,  and  have  been  supplied  with  the  necessary 
clothing  to  enable  them  to  attend  Church  and  Sunday  School. 
Nor  has  the  charity  of  our  members  been  confined  to  those  of 
our  own  faith  : — Protestants,  too,  when  destitute  and  friend¬ 
less,  have  felt  its  genial,  indiscriminating  influence,  and  have 
not  been  slow  in  showing  their  appreciation  and  gratitude. 
Our  rule  requires  that  we  pay  attention  to  their  wants,  when 
in  distress,,  as  a  part  of  God’s  poor,  and  the  performance  of  our 
duty  to  them  sometimes  leads  to  the  happiest  of  results.  The 
Conference  of  the  Gem  reports  that  a  child  of  a  Protestant 
family,  which  it  was  relieving,  was  baptised  at  the  request 
of  the  parent ; — a  result  of  the  father’s  reading  Catholic  news¬ 
papers  left  by  the  visitor.  *  *  Many  interesting  incidents, 

in  reference  to  the  beneficient  workings  of  the  Society,  might 
be  narrated  in  our  reports,  but  our  brothers,  who  are  the 
actors  in  such  cases,  either  do  not  notice  that  they  are  other 
than  are  common  to  our  most  active  members  in  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  our  duties,  or  perhaps  they  think  that  the  beautiful 
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results  of  their  services  in  the  cause  of  charity  come  from 
God,  as  they  do,  and  that  they  are  but  unworthy  instruments 
in  His  hands,  and,  as  such,  should  take  no  credit  to  them¬ 
selves  by  mentioning  their  occurrence.  In  this,  or  some  other 
way,  the  brothers  lose  all  knowledge  of  the  fruitful  results  of 
most  of  the  good  seeds  of  charity  sown  in  the  houses  of  the 
poor.” 

The  Yice-President  states  that  the  Society  has  suffered  great 
loss  in  the  deaths  of  three  of  the  Rev’d  Spiritual  Directors, 
friends  of  the  Society  and  the  poor,  Very  Rev.  C.  I.  H.  Carter, 
V.  G.,  of  the  Assumption,  Rev.  P.  F.  Sheridan  of  St.  Paul,  and 
Rev.  F.  O’Conner  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  The  Very  Rev. 
Father  Carter  was  a  good  friend  of  the  Conference  during  life, 
and  left  it  a  legacy  which  has  greatly  increased  its  funds  and 
extended  its  usefulness.  The  Annual  Retreat  was  conducted 
by  a  Jesuit  Father  with  the  usual  good  results,  and  the  Society 
was  greatly  helped  by  the  practical  addresses  and  kind  acts  of 
the  Most  Rev.  Archbishop  and  the  Rev’d  Clergy  of  the  Arcli- 
Diocese. 


BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

The  ten  Conferences  of  this  City  send  excellent  reports.  It 
is  clear  that  the  work  of  the  Society  is  well  conducted,  and  that 
the  Council  and  Conferences  work  in  harmony. 

Excluding  balances,  the  Particular  Council  received  $1*246.41 
and  expended  $696.14. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  : 

“  The  pressure  for  relief  upon  the  Conferences  has  been  less 
great  during  the  last  six  months  than  before,  owing  to  busi¬ 
ness  improvement,  and,  consequently,  more  employment  of 
labor.  This  has  been,  as  yet,  more  the  case  in  one  or  two 
localities  than  generally.  With  the  exception  of  short¬ 
comings  and  imperfections  which,  unhappily,  attend  all  human 
undertakings,  I  think  that  the  other  aims  of  the  Society 
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have  been  realized: — in  some  Conferences  more,  and  in  others 
less.  Our  principal  needs  are : — more  interest  in  the  Con¬ 
ferences  by  the  Rev.  Clergy,  and  an  addition  of  active 
members  of  intelligence  and  some  means  in  many,  or  even 
all,  of  the  Conferences.  I  trust  that,  gradually,  this  improve¬ 
ment  will  be  effected. 

The  matter  which,  this  time,  is  most  interesting  and 
gratifying  to  me,  is  the  report  of  the  Special  Work  of  the 
Penitentiary,  undertaken  by  the  Particular  Council  near  the 
end  of.  1878,  and  alluded  to  in  my  last  annual  report.  I  refer 
now  *  *  *  to  the  first  regular  annual  report  *  *  * 
so  full  and  interesting  that,  indeed,  I  could  add  nothing  to 
it  but  my  highest  commendations  of  the  zeal  and  prudence 
of  the  brothers,  who  take  part  in  this  noble  work,  and  to  hope 
and  pray  that  it  may  continue  to  flourish.” 

We  think  that  the  report  is  so  interesting  and  contains  so 
many  valuable  suggestions  that  we  cannot  make  better  use  of 
our  columns  than  to  state  its  contents  in  detail. 

The  work  has  for  its  Spiritual  Director,  Rev.  E.  J.  Sourinr 
S.  J.,  for  its  President,  Alfred  H.  Reiss,  for  its  Vice-President,. 
John  P.  Judge,  and  for  its  Secretary,  Henry  M.  Tiralla.  It 
also  has  its  separate  list  of  members,  18  in  number,  all  of  whom 
assist  in  the  Sunday  School. 

We  copy  the  report,  with  a  few  verbal  changes,  as  follows : 

“  The  past  year,  which  was  really  the  first  year  of  our  ex¬ 
perience,  has  been  one  of  great  happiness  to  all  connected 
with  the  work.  In  place  of  a  rough  bench,  covered  with  white 
linen,  we  have  now  an  altar  with  all  the  usual  means  for  the 
becoming  celebration  of  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass.  For 
the  purchase  of  the  Sacred  Vestments  the  prisoners  contribu¬ 
ted  seventy  dollars.  Mass  has  been  said  every  Sunday  at  7 
A.  m.,  except  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  when  ex¬ 
tensive  improvements  were  being  made  in  the  Chapel,  and  on 
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Christmas  morning  a  clioir  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  pres¬ 
ent  and  sang  during  the  Mass.  The  Sunday  School  has  been 
held  at  9  A.  m.,  every  Sunday,  with  the  exception  noted  above. 
Warden  Wilkinson  has  also  given  us  permission  to  remain 
•every  Sunday  after  the  non-Catholic  men  and  teachers  have 
left  At  that  time,  10  A.  m.,  we  have  singing  of  Catholic 
Hymns  by  all  the  men  and  teachers,  with  the  organ,  and  a 
short  instruction  by  Rev.  Father  Sourin,  and,  finally,  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month  has  been  assigned  to  us  for  the  after¬ 
noon  service;— preaching,  prayers  and  singing.  The  opening 
sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cliapelle,  C.  M.,  who  was 
followed  by  the  Most  Rev.  Arcli-Bishop  Gibbons  and  Rev.  E. 
A.  McGurk,  S.  J.,  President  of  the  Loyola  College.  On  all 
these  occasions  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  great  assistance 
rendered  by  Dr.  Percival,  who  kindly  presided  at  the  organ, 
and  a  number  of  Catholic  gentlemen  who  came  regularly  to 
assist  in  the  singing,  in  the  afternoon.  We  have  found  the  old 
familiar  hymns  to  be  very  popular  with  the  men,  and  we 
believe  them  to  be  a  great  help  in  causing  some  of  them  to  be 
interested  in  their  salvation. 

All  the  men  under  our  charge  have  been  supplied  with  prayer- 
books,  catechisms  and  other  useful  articles  of  devotion.  The 
•distribution  of  Catholic  reading  matter  has  been  a  regular  cus¬ 
tom  since  the  school  was  started,  and  does  much  good  ; — but 
it  is  difficult  at  times  to  keep  up  the  supply.  So  far,  we  have 
succeeded,  but,  seeing  the  probability  of  being  unable  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  custom,  we  have  determined,  with  the  consent  of  the 
pastors,  to  place  boxes  in  the  vestibules  of  the  churches,  into 
which  any  books,  pamphlets  or  papers  may  be  dropped,  and 
from  which  they  will  be  collected  for  distribution. 

On  last  Sunday  the  whole  number  of  convicts  was  692,  of 
which  number  probably  140  are  Catholics,  though  but  123,  (80 
white  and  43  colored,)  were  in  our  classes.  But,  in  this 
computation,  are  included  all  who  may  be  considered  Catholic 
by  parentage  or  baptism.  Of  the  123  in  the  classes,  sixteen 
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white  and  twenty- three  colored  had  never  received  any  Catholic 
instruction  before  coming  into  this  prison.  Twenty  had  never 
been  baptised,  eight  have  been  baptised  in  the  prison,  twenty- 
two  have  made  their  first  confession  here,  and  eighteen  have 
made  their  first  communion.  Of  the  eighty  white  men,  now  in 
the  classes,  twenty-six  have  never  been  confirmed,  and,  of  the 
forty- three  colored  men,  thirty-five  have  never  been  confirmed. 
During  the  year  Father  Sourin  has  heard  about  300  confessions 
and  has  given  Holy  Communion  150  times.  He  is  satisfied 
that  many  more  would  have  approached  the  Sacraments  if  they 
had  not  been  prevented  by  constant  employment  in  the  work¬ 
shops.  As  the  figures  above  given  clearly  indicate,  most  of 
the  men  had  neglected  the  practice  of  their  religion  before  get¬ 
ting  into  prison ; — two  had  not  been  to  tlieir  duties  for  forty 
years,  (one  of  them  is  now  very  attentive  and  has  received  Holy 
Communion  fifteen  times  during  the  year,)  two  for  twenty -five 
years,  four  for  twelve  years  and  many  for  ten  years. 

At  Christmas  we  followed  an  old  custom  so  far  as  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  each  man  attending  mass  two  handkerchiefs,  which 
proved  a  most  welcome  as  well  as  serviceable  gift. 

We  are  still  in  want  of  more  good  teachers.  The  great  igno¬ 
rance  of  most  of  the  men  makes  it  impossible  for  a  teacher  to 
do  justice  to  but  very  few. 

As  a  proof  of  the  lasting  good,  which  may  result  from  the 
work,  it  may  be  stated  that  several  discharged  prisoners  have 
called  upon  Father  Sourin  to  thank  him  for  his  ministrations, 
and  that  our  teachers  have  received  letters  from  others  testi¬ 
fying  to  their  gratitude  for  the  blessings  they  have  received 
and  affording  evidence  that  they  have  profited  by  the  graces 
extended  to  them. 

In  conclusion  we  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  Warden 
and  his  officers,  who  have  never  allowed  prejudice  to  interfere 
with  our  services,  but,  on  the  contrary,  have  shown  the  best 
good  will.” 
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So  much  for  the  report.  Some  practical  considerations 
force  themselves  upon  the  mind.  In  the  first  place,  the  facts 
stated  are  not  exceptional  or  novel.  Our  brethren,  who  are 
visitors  in  prisons  and  other  places  of  confinement  elsewhere, 
undoubtedly  often  find  cases  agreeing,  in  all  respects,  with  those 
which  are  stated  in  the  narrative.  Its  attractiveness  consists 
in  its  lucid  explanation  of  the  method  of  action  adopted  by  the 
Society  in  Baltimore,  and  in  the  interesting  details  which  are 
given  concerning  the  composition  of  the  classes  of  prisoners,  to 
whose  spiritual  interests  the  members  of  the  Special  Work  so 
zealously  devote  themselves.  We,  therefore,  give  the  narra¬ 
tive  in  full,  that  it  may  aid  our  brethren  who  have,  or  may 
establish,  similar  Special  Works  in  other  cities.  In  the  next 
place,  our  attention  is  brought  to  the  fact,  stated  with  mathe¬ 
matical  accuracy,  of  the  immense  amount  of  spiritual  destitu¬ 
tion  which  is  in  our  midst.  No  one  in  particular  is  to  be  blamed 
for  this  state  of  affairs.  Those  prisoners  in  Baltimore  have 
drifted  into  the  Penitentiary  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and 
probably  but  few  of  them  could  tell  when  and  where,  as  re¬ 
gards  each,  the  first  step  in  vice  was  taken.  But  the  charity 
of  the  Catholic  Church  is  akin  to  the  charity  of  God,  and  ever 
seeks  new  fields  of  action.  Moreover,  in  ever  seeking,  it  ever 
finds,  and  still  the  fields  are  not  occupied  or  exhausted.  The 
Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  is  recognized  by  the  Church, 
and  it  becomes  us,  working  humbly,  but  at  the  same  time,  an- 
nimated  by  the  spirit  of  the  Church,  to  devote  ourselves  to  our 
duties  in  these  fields  which  Providence  may  open  to  us.  Final¬ 
ly,  the  narrative  shows  that  the  religious  teaching  of  prisoners 
in  the  positive  and  distinctive  doctrines  and  practices  of  the 
churches  or  denominations,  to  which  they  belong,  may  be  con¬ 
ducted  consistently  with  good  order  and  harmony  in  the  insti¬ 
tutions  in  which  they  are  confined,  and  that  such  teachings, 
only,  can  bring  spiritual  and  religious  benefit  to  men  to  whom 
the,  so-called,  “ non-sectarian”  teaching,  of  which  so  much  is, 
heard  in  these  days,  might  be  applied  in  vain. 
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CITY  OF  WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  as  follows  : 

“  I  transmit  herewith  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Conferences 
of  this  city  and  Georgetown,  for  the  year  1879.  Though  nom¬ 
inally  covering  the  entire  year,  they  commence  and  end,  in 
fact,  on  the  Sunday  next  preceding  the  8tli  of  December,  the 
FestivaPof  the  Immaculate  Conception,  of  each  year. 

*  ******* 

The  number  of  families  relieved  is  greater  by  about  fifty  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  is  due  in  great  measure 
to  the  fact,  that  the  weather,  in  January,  1879,  was  unusually 
severe,  preventing  much  work  that  might  otherwise  have  been 
done,  and  causing  large  demands  upon  the  Society  for  fuel. 

Of  the  Receipts  of  the  Society,  amounting  to  about  $3,400, 
nearly  one-tliird  has  been  contributed  by  the  members  of  the 
Conferences  at  their  weekly  meetings,  and  $521  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  from  collections  in  the  churches.  As  the  former  sum 
is  the  contribution  of  a  few  individuals,  nearly  all  of  very 
moderate  means,  and  the  latter  that  of  the  congregations  of 
six  city  parishes,  a  comparison  of  these  figures  furnishes  an 
illustration  of  the  difference  in  aggregate  results  between 
small  sums  paid  regularly  and  an  attempt  to  collect  large  ones 
at  once. 

It  is  not  to  be  inferred,  however,  that  this  sum  of  $521  is  the 
entire  amount  received  from  the  members  of  our  churches,  as 
the  sums  credited  to  Donations  and  Subscriptions  have  been 
given  by  individuals  in  the  several  Parishes,  either  in  single 
payments  or  in  regular  monthly  contributions.  Among  the 
funds  received  from  “  other  sources,”  the  Conference  of  St. 
Aloysius  acknowledges  the  generous  gift  of  $302,  the  proceeds 
of  an  excursion,  organized  by  seven  charitable  gentlemen, 
known  collectively  as  the  “Chapel  Point  Club.”  May  their 
example  find  many  imitators. 
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The  usual  distribution  of  food  was  made  on  Christmas  eve  of 
1878,  the  supply  sent  to  us  being  sufficient,  in  most  cases,  to 
furnish  not  merely  a  Christmas  dinner,  but  sustenance  for 
several  days.  The  President  of  the  Conference  of  St.  Aloijsius, 
in  his  Report  for  the  Quarter,  states  that  eighty-eight  families 
were  so  supplied  in  that  parish  alone,  and  that  in  one  case, 
unexpectedly  reported  after  the  usual  distribution  had  been 
made,  the  family  was  found,  at  10  o’clock  on  Christmas  morn¬ 
ing,  fasting  from  necessity,  there  being  no  food  in  the  house. 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  clothing,  as  will  be  seen,  is 
small ; — in  most  of  the  parishes  nothing.  This  is  explained  by 
the  existence  in  those  parishes  of  Societies  of  Ladies,  who, 
acting  in  harmony  wdtli  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul’s  Society, 
assume  the  duty  of  providing  necessary  clothing  for  the  poor. 
This  is  a  work  which  they  are  much  better  qualified  to  per¬ 
form  than  a  Society  of  men  would  be,  as  most  of  the  applicants 
for  this  kind  of  relief  are  females. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  the  item  of  “Tuition”  does  not 
appear  among  our  expenditures.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  exists  in  this  city  a  separate  organization,  called  “  The 
Young  Catholics’  Friend  Society,”  designed  exclusively  to 
assist  the  parish  schools  in  the  education  of  the  children  of 
the  poor.  This  Society  is  much  larger  in  membership  than 
the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul’s  Society,  but  embraces  in  its  rolls 
most  of  the  members  of  the  latter. 

In  examining  the  Reports  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Presidents  of  the  several  Conferences,  I  find  no  cases  mention¬ 
ed  of  so  peculiar  a  character  as  to  render  them  especially 
interesting  outside  of  our  own  circle.  These  Reports  show, 
however,  that  the  visiting  members  do  not  regard  their  work 
as  done  when  they  have  supplied  the  bodily  wants  of  the  poor, 
and  that,  through  their  instrumentality,  many  merely  nominal 
Catholics  have  been  induced  to  abandon  their  evil  courses, 
and  to  return  to  the  bosom  of  their  loving  mother,  the 
Church.” 
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Though  the  President  of  the  Council  withholds  mention  of 
particular  cases,  there  is  one  reported  by  the  President  of  St. 
Matthew's  Conference  which,  we  think,  when  stated,  may  be  ed¬ 
ifying.  He  writes: — “We  have  been  assisting  a  Protestant 
family,  consisting  of  eight  persons,  reduced  to  poverty  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  sickness  of  the  head  of  the  family,  who  was 
stricken  with  paralysis.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Order  and  other  secret  Societies,  which  would  have 
helped  him  in  temporal  affairs,  but  he  chose  to  renounce  them 
all  in  order  to  enter  the  Catholic  Church.  He  died  rejoicing, 
having  received  the  last  Sacraments  at  the  hands  of  our  Sjjiri- 
tual  Director,  and  we  hope  that  his  family  will  also  obtain  the 
grace  of  conversion.” 

We  regret  to  state  that  St.  Dominies  Conference  has  been 
obliged  to  suspend  operations.  Every  possible  effort  will  be 
made  on  our  part  to  re-establish  it,  and  we  are  confident  that 
the  Council  of  Washington  will  second  our  efforts. 

The  Society  has  no  special  works  calling  for  receipts  and 
expenditures.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  therefore,  reports 
but  $72.35  received,  and  $43.87  expended,  mostly  for  the 
bulletin,  printing,  &c. 

PITTSBURGH,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

We  have  reports  from  three  of  the  five  Conferences  which 
formerly  existed  in  this  city.  The  Society  suffers  here  for  the 
want  of  recognition  and  support.  That,  under  these  circum¬ 
stances,  the  three  Conferences  maintain  their  organization  and 
continue  their  work  is  worthy  of  much  praise.  The  devotion 
of  the  members  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  average  atten¬ 
dance  was  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  St.  Michael’s  Conference  writes:  “The  Conference  is 
progressing  well.  It  is  a  cause  of  great  consolation  to  me  to 
have  witnessed  the  fraternal  union  which  has  prevailed  in 
this  Conference,  and  the  fidelity  with  which  the  members 
have  pursued  their  noble  object.  But  it  is  to  be  regretted 
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that  no  new  members  come  forward  to  take  part  in  this 
Christian  work.  They  do  not  suspect  the  hidden  treasure 
that  is  to  be  found  in  the  bosom  of  the  Society.  Among  the 
advantages  which  have  arisen  from  the  Conference  is  the  im¬ 
mense  assistance  it  has  afforded  to  the  pastor.  Before  the 
establishment  of  the  Conference  in  the  parish,  the  pastor’s 
time  and  attention  were  often  required  by  the  poor  to  an 
extent  which  made  it  almost  impossible  for  him  to  do  justice  to 
other  duties.  But  now,  thanks  to  the  Conference,  the  wants 
of  the  poor,  with  all  the  details,  are  fully  attended  to,  and  the 
pastor  is  left  comparatively  free  to  attend  to  other  duties.” 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  the  eight  Conferences  of 
this  city.  Owing  to  the  position  of  some  of  the  Conferences, 
and,  it  may  be  added,  the  general  prosperity  which  prevails, 
the  number  of  poor  families  relieved,  is,  at  times,  quite  small. 

The  President  of  the  Council  writes  : 

“  The  Conferences  are  united  in  an  effort  to  withdraw  all 
poor  children  from  the  City  Schools,  and  to  afford  them  the 
means  of  attending  the  Parochial  and  Sunday  Schools.  The 
visiting  of  the  City  Alms-house  remains  the  only  Sj)ecial  Work 
of  the  Particular  Council.  The  visits  are  made  generally  once 
a  week,  and  much  pleasure  is  afforded  to  the  poor  old  men  and 
women  by  the  distribution  of  rosaries  and  reading  matter. 
The  four  Feasts  of  the  year  have  been  well  observed  and  the 
General  Meetings  fairly  attended,  and  always  made  interesting 
by  the  encouraging  addresses  of  our  Spiritual  Directors.” 

The  receipts  of  the  Council  were  $24.21,  and  its  disburse¬ 
ments  $12.  The  disbursements  were  for  incidental  expenses. 

St  Patricks  Conference  assists  the  pastor  in  increasing  the 
attendance  at  the  Parochial  School,  at  which  there  are  214 
boys,  taught  by  the  Xavierian  Brothers,  and  250  girls, 
taught  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy.  The  Conference  of  St. 
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Michael ,  the  Arch- Angel,  gave  attention  to  tlie  inducements  held 
out  to  poor  Catholic  children  by  the  Public  School  System. 
It  was  able  to  bring  into  the  Parochial  School  many  children 
who  wrere  almost  ignorant  of  Catholic  doctrine  and  practices. 
It  met  the  excuses  or  pretexts  of  parents,  who  said  that  they 
could  not  pay  for  schooling  or  buy  books,  by  providing  the 
-children  with  books  and  obtaining  free  tuition  for  them  in  the 
Parochial  School,  and  this  to  such  an  extent  that,  of  237  boys 
and  girls  in  the  school,  97  were  taught  gratuitously.  The 
Conference  of  St.  Louis  Bertrand  reports  the  case  of  a  family 
visited  and  relieved; — the  father  had  not  attended  mass  for 
fifteen  years,  the  children  were  unbaptised  and  the  mother  a 
non-Catholic.  Through  the  influence  of  the  visitors  the  father 
was  induced  to  become  practical  in  his  religious  duties,  the 
children  wrere  baptised,  and  the  mother  received  into  the 
Church. 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

The  twelve  Conferences  send  reports  complete  in  all  details, 
and  very  satisfactory. 

The  receipts  of  the  Particular  Council  were  $343.55,  and  the 
disbursements  $330.68,  of  which  sum  $180.00  were  expended 
lor  coal  for  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor. 

The  Society  is  very  well  organized  in  Chicago,  and  we  ex¬ 
pect  to  see  it  increase,  from  year  to  year,  in  numbers  and  use¬ 
fulness.  Its  statistics  tell  the  story  of  its  efficiency.  We  have 
not  received  any  statements  of  matters  of  exceptional  interest, 
and  therefore  merely  copy  the  report  of  the  President  of  the 
Council,  which  is  as  follows  : 

“  Once  more  wre  are  afforded  the  pleasure  of  laying  before 
your  Council,  our  brothers  and  benefactors,  a  detailed  state¬ 
ment  of  the  works  of  our  Society  for  the  year  1879. 

As  will  be  perceived  at  a  glance  our  works  are  about  the 
same  as  those  of  the  year  previous,  and  we  have  nothing  of 
importance  to  note  in  connection  with  our  labors. 
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Employment  of  all  kinds  has  been  more  easily  procured  than 
in  previous  years,  and,  as  a  consequence,  our  Conferences  are 
rarely  appealed  to  except  by  widows  with  helpless  families, 
the  aged  and  infirm,  and  we  soon  expect  to  be  relieved  of  a 
good  many  of  the  latter  class,  as  <the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor 
will,  in  a  few  weeks,  remove  from  their  present  small  and  con¬ 
fined  quarters  to  their  new  and  spacious  building,  and,  whilst 
on  this  subject,  it  is  not  amiss  to  say  that  since  their  location 
here,  individually  and  collectively,  our  brothers  have  taken  a 
very  lively  interest  in  their  welfare. 

Our  committee  on  special  works  have  made  164  visits  to  the 
county  jail  and  other  institutions,  and  distributed  upward  of 
10,000  papers,  pamphlets,  &c. 

The  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  of  this  County,  having 
decided  to  give  all  the  pauper  children  in  the  Poor  House  to 
some  charitable  institutions,  received  a  proposition  from  the 
Home  of  the  Friendless,  (a  Protestant  institution,)  to  provide 
food,  clothing  and  education  for  all,  regardless  of  age  or  sex, 
creed  or  nationality,  without  any  remuneration  wdiatever.  A 
committee  of  our  Society  being  appointed  to  look  after  the 
Catholic  inmates,  visited  the  Poor  House,  and  found  upwards 
of  forty  children  professing  our  faith,  and  provided  them 
homes  in  Catholic  asylums. 

i 

An  incident  that  occured  at  the  time  is  related  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  as  follows  : — A  committee  of  ladies,  representing  the 
Home  of  the  Friendless,  being  there  at  the  same  time,  the 
children  who  had  parents  were  sent  to  such  institutions  as  the 
latter  preferred,  whilst  those  who  had  no  parents  were  called 
up  and  questioned  in  regard  to  their  or  their  parents’  religion. 
One  little  fellow,  being  classed  by  the  matron  as  a  Protestant, 
denied  being  such,  and,  to  corroborate  his  denial,  took  off  his 
cap  and  made  the  sign  of  the  cross  with  great  reverence.” 
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DUBUQUE,  IOWA. 

We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  state  .tliat  we  have  but  one  report 
from  the  three  Conferences  of  this  city. 

Excluding  balances,  the  Particular  Council  received  $78.30' 
and  disbursed  $289.50  during  the  year.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  expenditures  was  for  the  board  of  orphans  in  the  Mercy 
Hospital.  St.  Raphael's  Conference  reports  that,  in  addition  to 
its  ordinary  revenues  it  received  from  the  Belief  Committee  of 
Dubuque  county,  fuel,  clothing,  Ac.,  of  the  value  of  $153.35,  and 
that  the  Society  had  resumed  the  making  of  visits  to  the 
prisoners  in  the  County  Jail,  a  practice  which  had  been  sus¬ 
pended.  We  may  say,  here,  that  work  of  this  nature  is  especi¬ 
ally  appropriate  to  our  brethren  in  western  cities,  in  which 
there  are  not  many  poor,  and  who,  when  they  are  found, 
receive  much  assistance  from  public  and  official  sources. 

ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA, 

We  have  reports  from  the  eight  Conferences  which  are  united 
by  the  Particular  Council  of  St.  Paul.  Pour  of  these  Confer¬ 
ences  are  situated  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  and  the  others  in  four 
neighboring  cities.  The  poor  are  not  numerous,  and  the  Socie¬ 
ty,  in  ministering  to  them,  is  in  the  receipt  of  some  aid  from  pub¬ 
lic  sources.  St.  Paul's  Conference  states  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Conference  is  often  the  means  of  procuring  assis¬ 
tance  from  the  County  Belief  Board,  when  the  appeals  of  the 
poor,  on  their  own  behalf,  might  be  disregarded.  The  mem¬ 
bers  also  easily  obtain  railway  passes  for  poor  persons  who 
desire  to  go  to  their  distant  friends.  These  circumstances 
show  that  representations  made  by  members  of  the  Society  are 
held  in  much  respect.  In  order  to  furnish  an  example  of  the  con¬ 
dition  of  affairs  in  some  places  within  our  Circumscription,  we 
may  state  that  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception , 
of  Hastings  reports  but  two  families  on  the  Belief  Boll  on  Dec. 
31st,  1879,  and  that  they  very  seldom  required  anything  from 
the  Conference.  This  Conference  found,  in  the  summer  of 
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1870,  a  poor  and  aged  woman,  without  relatives  in  ttie  city, 
who  was  very  sick,  and  was  also  afflicted  with  loathsome  sores* 
The  Conference  placed  her  in  a  house,  hired  a  physician 
ifc©  attend  her,  and  also  two  nurses  to  care  for  her  day  and 
night,  and  provided  her  with  everything  necessary  for  her  being- 
kept  in  a  good  condition.  The  consolations  of  our  holy  religion 
were  administered  to  her  by  priest  and  sympathizing  friends. 
>8he  died  after  a  painful  illness  of  eighteen  days,  and  her  funeral 
was  attended  by  members  of  the  Conference.  To  the  same  Con¬ 
ference  should  have  been  credited  an  incident  narrated  on  page 
twenty -five  of  our  report  of  1878,  as  having  been  reported  by 
33i  Mary’s  Conference. 


ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

There  are  now,  nominally,  sixty  (60)  Conferences  of  this  class  on 
!  ionr  roll, of  which  number  forty-eight  (48)  make  reports.  St.John's, 

1  5,)  of  Worcester,  and  St.  Mary (No.  6,)  of  Westfield,  both 

Wsn  Massachusetts;  St.  Marys ,  (No  27,)  of  Amsterdam,  New  York; 

lit  Mary's ,  (No  33,)  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  St  Mary's,  (Nc. 

•  -45,)  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  appear  for  the  first  time.  St.  Patrick's 
1  {No.  44,)  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  reports  again  after  a  silence 
several  years.  We  regret  to  add  to  the  non-reporting  Confer¬ 
ences  the  following:  The  Immaculate  Conception ,  (No.  35,)  of  Cam- 
«den,  N.  J.;  St.  Francis  Xavier  s,  (No.  48,)  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  St. 
'■•Hehn  the  Evangelist' s,  (No.  50,)  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Mary's, 
54,)  of  Nashville,  Tennessee.  The  history  and  character  of 
;  These  Conferences  lead  us  to  hope  that  their  suspension  is  but 
'  temporary. 

As  thelsolated  Conferences  are  widely  scattered, and  vary  much 
-&mong  themselves  in  respect  to  their  situations  and  surround¬ 
ings,  it  necessarily  follows  that  they  vary  much  in  the  nature 
■  <of  their  reports  and  in  the  amount  of  their  works.  St.  Mary's, 
t  (No.  7,)  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts,  referring  to  the  report  of 
Al&st  year,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  four  children  of  a  mixed 
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marriage  had  been  baptised,  and  that  the  mother  was  under 
instruction,  says  that,  since  the  date  of  that  report,  the  mother 
and  her  sister  have  been  baptised.  The  Conference  of  the  Sacrect 
Heart ,  (No.  8,)  of  the  same  city,  reports  three  men  brought  back 
•  to  their  duties,  who  had  not  been  to  confession  for  fifteen*  eigh¬ 
teen,  and  twenty-four  years,  respectively.  For  some  reasons,. 
not  known  to  us,  the  Conferences  of  Fall  River  have  not  taken,, 
action  for  the  institution  of  a  Particular  Council  in  that  city.  _ 
St.  -Joseph’s,  (No.  15,)  of  New  Britain,  Connecticut*  sent  us,  in 
1878,  the  sum  of  $52,  for  the  sufferers  from  the  Yellow  Fevei.. 
By  some  accident,  the  bill  of  exchange  never  reached  us*  and' 
the  Conference  sent  us  a  second  bill  for  the  same  amount*  fer¬ 
tile  benefit  of  the  sufferers  in  Memphis.  This  Conference  seems 
to  be  very  well  conducted.  The  President  writes,  that  the  large 
amount  in  the  treasury  is  “accounted  for  by  the  improved  state 
of  trade  and  consequent  abundance  of  employment; — no  able- 
bodied  person,  willing  to  work,  having  been  out  of  work  since, 
last  Spring,  in  our  town.  Our  calls  are  almost  exclusively  from, 
poor  widows,  with  numerous  families,  the  aged  or  sick.”  We 
are  pleased  to  state,  that  the  four  Conferences,  (Nos.  16,  IT,  IS 
and  19,)  situated  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  have  made  an  ap¬ 
plication  for  the  institution  of  a  Particular  Council  in  that.  city. 
By  this  union  they  will  find  themselves  animated  by  greater' 
zeal,  and  will  be  able  to  give  attention  to  special  works,  which? 
the  Conferences,  separately,  cannot  well  conduct.  St.  Joseph's* 
(No.  23,)  of  Yonkers,  New  York,  states,  that  the  majority  of 
cases  of  poverty,  which  it  has  met,  are  due,  mostly,  and*  in 
some  cases,  solely,  to  intemperance.  It  enables  the  poorer  chil¬ 
dren  to  attend  Sunday  School,  by  either  directly  giving  cloth-, 
ing  and  shoes  to  them,  or,  in  some  other  direct  way,  helping 
them;  or  by  depositing  with  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  to  be  dis¬ 
tributed  and  used  entirely  in  their  discretion,  a  quantity  o* 
money,  with  which  to  buy  materials,  to  be  made  up,  by  a  sewing 
society  for  the  poor  girls  who  attend  Sunday  School.  SL 
Michael'  s,  (No.  31,)  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  is  apparently  com. 
posed  of  Germans,  and  the  President  reports  that:  it  is  more 
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and  more  consolidating  itself,  and  is  showing  a  far  better 
average  attendance.  The  President  of  St.  Patrick’s,  (No.  39,) 
of  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  writes  that  the  number  of  applications 
for  relief  have  greatly  diminished,  but  adds  :  “There  are,  and 
always  will  be,  chronic  cases  of  want,  chiefly  caused  by  intem¬ 
perance,  to  which  we  give  particular  attention  in  the  hope  of 
removing  this  great  evil,  so  prevalent  among  our  people.”  The 
former  President  of  St.  Peters,  (No.  43,)  of  Richmond,  Virginia, 
has  been  obliged  to  resign  on  account  of  “old  age  and  its 
accompanying  infirmities.”  He  has  long  and  faithfully  served 
the  society,  and  carries  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  this  Coun¬ 
cil.  The  Conference  of  St.  Francis  de  Sales,  (No.  52,)  of  Toledo, 
Ohio,  reports,  that  applications  for  assistance  have  diminished 
very  much.  We  welcome  again  upon  our  list  the  Conference  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception ,  (No.  58,)  of  Denver,  Colorado.  The 
Conference  of  the  S acred  Heart,  (No.  59,)  of  North  Temiscal,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception ,  (No.  60,) 
of  Portland,  Oregon,  are  the  sole  representatives  of  the  Society 
on  the  Pacific  coast.  They  maintain  themselves  in  works  of 
charity,  and  discharge  their  duties  according  to  their  opportu¬ 
nities.

We  are  so  well  satisfied,  that  a  large  average  attendance  is 
a  sufficient  proof  of  the  good  character  of  a  Conference,  that 
we  mention,  as  standing  high  in  this  respect,  St.  Joseph’s,  (No. 
9,)  of  Fall  River,  Massachusetts;  St.  Patrick’s,  (No.  12,)  of 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  an  excellent  Conference,  which  limits 
itself  to  sending  us  its  statistics;  St.  Mary’s,  (No.  20,)  of  Ron- 
dout,  New  York;  St.  Mary’s,  (No  26,)  of  Waterford,  New  York; 
St.  Bridget’s  (No.  29,)  of  Rochester,  New  York;  St.  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist’s,  (No.  36,)  of  Pottsville,  Pennsylvania;  St.  Peter’s,  (No.  41,)  of 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  the  President  of  which  Conference 
writes:  “The  Conference  is  in  good  working  condition,  and 
all  deserving  applicants  have  been  aided;  our  great  trouble  is  to 
know  how  to  relieve  families,  without  aiding  intemperate 
parents,”  and  The  Annunciation,  (No.  51,)  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
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OTHER  BRANCHES  OF  THE  SOCIETY  WITHIN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


With  the  Councils  of  Brooklyn  and  New  Orleans,  we  occa¬ 
sionally  communicate  by  letter,  or  by  an  exchange  of  blanks 
and  documents.  We  less  rarely  hear  from  the  Council  of  St. 
Louis.  We  would  be  pleased  if  there  were  a  closer  connec¬ 
tion  between  the  branches  of  the  society  within  the  United 
States,  which,  though  independent  of  each  other,  and  reporting 
only  to  the  Council  General  of  Paris,  work  in  a  common  cause, 
and  would  derive  mutual  benefit  from  more  frequent  inter¬ 
course.  Any  proposition,  which  is  consistent  with  this  idea, 
will  be  met  by  a  cordial  response  from  us. 


THE  FAMINE  IN  IRELAND. 

The  world  knows  of  the  afflictions,  which,  for  a  year  past, 
have  been  experienced  in  the  Island,  from  which  so  many  of  the 
Catholics  of  the  United  States,  by  birth  or  descent,  derive 
Their  origin. 

In  1878,  our  brethren  of  the  Society  in  Ireland  contributed 
liberally,  and  on  a  brief  notice,  for  the  relief  of  the  suf¬ 
ferers  from  Yellow  Fever  in  our  Southwestern  States.  For 
the  details  of  their  contributions  we  refer  to  our  report 
of  that  year.  When  this  Council  heard  of  the  suffering  in 
Ireland,  it  deferred  action  until  it  should  be  autlioritively  ad¬ 
vised  that  the  Society  would  find  an  appropriate,  and,  to 
some  extent,  an  unoccupied  field  of  action,  in  its  special  work 
of  charity,  in  that  country.  On  being  fully  informed  upon  this 
point  it  issued  a  circular  letter,  which,  in  part,  was  as  follows  : 

“New  York,  January  2Gth,  1880. 

To  The  Presidents  of  Councils  and  Conferences: 

Sirs  and  Dear  Brothers  : 

The  great  and  widespread  destitution  which  now  exists,  and  is  daily 
•  increasing,  in  Ireland,  appeals  to  the  sympathy  and  charity  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  in  the  United  States.  Hundreds  of  thousands 
of  human  beings  are  in  misery,  and  on  the  verge  of  starvation.  It  becomes  us, 
with  all  haste,  to  do  what  we  can  to  relieve  their  sufferings. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  special  collections,  subscriptions  and  dona¬ 
tions  be  made,  asked  and  received  by  Councils,  Conferences  and  members  of  the 
Society  in  the  limits  of  the  Circumscription,  and  that  the  same  be  remitted  to 
this  Council,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Council  of  Ireland.” 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  circular  was  dated  in  the  latter- 
part  of  January  of  this  year,  but,  as  the  contributions  made  in 
answer  to  it  were  recei  ved  before  the  completion  of  this  report,, 
we  think  it  well  to  state  them  in  detail,  and  as  a  supplement  to- 
our  report  for  1879.  They,  therefore,  form  a  part  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer’s  Report. 

We  think  that  justice  requires,  that  we  should  call  your  at¬ 
tention  to  facts,  which,  in  this  connection,  should  not  be  over¬ 
looked.  Several  days,  and,  in  some  instances,  two  or  more 
weeks,  had  elapsed  before  copms  of  the  circular  reached  their 
several  destinations.  In  the  meantime,  and  even  before  it  was 
issued,  Catholic  charity  had  begun  to  manifest  itself  in  many 
places,  and  the  members  of  the  Society,  as  such,  or  as  parish- 
oners,  had  completed  or  commenced  their  contributions  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferers.  In  some  cities  Diocesan  collections, 
had  been  made.  In  others,  pastors,  acting  separately,  had 
asked  for  contributions,  or  the  people  had  spontaneously  com¬ 
menced  to  make  their  offerings.  Some  of  our  Conferences,  as 
such,  had  already  taken  action.  These  facts  were  stated  in 
letters  which  were  sent  from  many  cities  in  answer  to  our  cir¬ 
cular.  The  Conferences  of  such  cities  have  always  been  as 
liberal  as  have  those  whose  names  appear  in  the  list  of  con¬ 
tributors  on  this  occasion.  It  should,  therefore,  be  understood 
that  the  sums,  included  in  our  report,  are  but  a  portion  of  the 
generous  contributions  made  by  the  members  of  our  Society.  In 
cases  where  they  have  merely  acted  as  parishoners,  or  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  other  organizations,  and  have  thus  mingled  their 
offerings, with  those  of  others,  it  will  never  be  possible  for  us  to 
state  the  amount  of  such  contributions.  Where  they  have 
acted  merely  as  members  of  Conferences,  but  independently 
of  this  Council,  it  will  be  pleasing  to  us,,  if  it  should  be  desired 
by  them,  to  submit  a  statement,  on  some  future  occasion,  of  the 
contributions  so  made  by  them.
